Mr. Martin’s Idea 


HpHOL’GH Paul Martin 1 * suggestion that NATO now 
i consider entering a nan-afegreasion pact with the 
Warsaw Pact nations received short shrift from the 
Western alliance’s secretary-general Manllo Brass®, 
it should not be ■■umed that the proposal was either 
naive or ID-considered at this time. 

Relations between the West and the European 
Communist nations have improved almost beyond 
recognition over the past few years, not only in the 
realm of trade and commerce but also in the arm of 
diplomatic intercourse. 

If such a pattern continues in the future, the time 
of a major rapprochement between the peoples and 
governments of both skim cannot be too far away. 

Indeed it is to be hoped by all who yearn for a 
world of peace that ail nations whether they be part 
of the Western aUanor or the Communist gro u p would 
have such a goal as their major objective. 

Each ride must now know that the other is deter¬ 
mined to live in Its own way under its own political 
ideology. It but remains for the leaden of both to 
accept this understanding with the realization that 
acceptance of things aa they are does not nece ssa rily 
moan abject defeat for the principles to which they 
subscribe. 

By publicly voicing such an opinion Mr. Martin 
has let It be known that at least one country is ready 
to make the move. And though the Canadian min¬ 
ister’s proposal was rejected it is at least on the 
record to form a basis for dkemskin at some future 
date. 

Hospital Taxes 

T3ECAUSE of the continuing and rapid growth of 
^ population on southern Vancouver Island, no end 
is In right to the need for additional hospital accom¬ 
modation to serve this area. The expectation can only 
be that one program of building and expansion and 
modern iz ation win follow doae on another, as has 
already been the case through the post-war period. 

Who should pay for the new hospital space, and 
how? 

;f The view of many municipal 1m tiers la that the 
capital costs ought to be borne entirely (rather than 
mainly, as at present) by the prov incia l and federal 
governments, without dependence upon local re¬ 
sources. especially not igtou p roperty taxation. There 
are two comiderations Involved in this stand. One is 
that hospitals are built to mrve the people generally, 
without discrimination as to residence, and without 
significant Impact on local property vahisa. The other, 
noted by Mayor WUaon, Is that wkDa the federal In¬ 
come tax has been reduced, and while provincial taxa¬ 
tion rates have remained steady and brought in 
revenue to spare, municipalities with their limited 
sources of Income are mostly hard pressed now to 
meet urgent needs and yet not burden their taxpayers 
with higher rates each year. 

Be that aa It may, the provincial government 
shows aa riga of bring perauadsd to the municipal 
potat ef view, and If approximately a third of the 
coat of teapital bulking is going to fan on the local 
community, the aim should be to ensure at least that 
this expense is shared equitably throughout the area 
chiefly served by the hospitals. 

To this end. the establishment of a regional tax¬ 
ation plan for the support of hospital construction, as 
s ugg e s ted by Muildpel Affairs Minister C a m p bell , 
should be wa k ens he principle. Perh aps tbs dstafls
